THE HAGUE—Developments 
in Bonaire are no reason 
for Dutch State Secretary 
of Kingdom Relations Ank 
Bijleveld-Schouten to slow 
down the constitutional 
process, but Bonaire’s choices 
cannot be seen in isolation 
from those of the other four 
islands. 

B ij le veld- S chouten stated 

this in a letter that she sent 
to the Dutch Parliament’s 
Second Chamber on Monday. 
“Of course Bonaire is free to 
organise a referendum, but 
I am also of the opinion that 
there should be a consistent 
policy,” she stated. 

The State Secretary explained 


that a package of agreements 
that were linked to each other 
had been made in the transition 
period. “If the basis of the 
agreements that were made is 
put up for discussion, namely 
Bonaire becoming a public 
entity of the Netherlands, then 
the entire package is put up for 
discussion.” 

According to Bijleveld- 
Schouten, subjecting the 
whole package to review is 
not in the interest of the people 
of Bonaire, who have waiting 
a long time and can now 
expect concrete improvement 
in government services. “In 
my view, it is in the people’s 
interest and in agreement with 
the earlier understandings to 
continue on the path that we 
are following,” she said. 

“In my opinion, Bonaire’s 
choices cannot be viewed 
isolated from those of the 
other four islands. The 
agreements with the other 
islands can only be realised 
within the foreseeable future 
if we continue on the path that 
we are on now,” she stated. 


reason to slow down, says Bijleveld 


In preparation for the Political 
Steering Group meeting in 
Curasao on September 30, 
Bijleveld-Schouten spoke to 
representatives of Saba and 
St. Eustatius. “In those talks, 
they indicated having great 
concerns about the Bonaire 
referendum. They urged me to 
continue the process with the 
same drive. I have informed 
them that a delay of the 
trajectory is not an option for 
me, and that the handling of 
legislation to prepare public 
entity status for Bonaire, Saba 
and St. Eustatius will continue 
its planning.” 

The State Secretary said she 
considered it “unacceptable” 
to hold off on the handling 
of the draft Kingdom Law 
to amend the Charter until 
after the referendum, as 
Bonaire’s Executive Council 
had requested in its letter of 
September 24. She added 
she had made her feelings on 
this matter clear to Bonaire’s 
government when she had 
visited the island on Monday, 
September 28. 


In her six-page letter to 
Dutch Parliament, Bijleveld- 
Schouten also tackled several 
other issues in connection 
with her visit to Bonaire 
and Curasao last week. She 
referred to her meeting with 
Antillean Justice Minister 
Magali Jacoba, the Political 
Steering Group, Curasao’s 
Isla refinery, the Regional 
Service Centre (RSC) and 
the elections in Aruba. The 
Second Chamber’s Permanent 
Committee on Antillean and 
Aruban Affairs NAAZ has 
scheduled a meeting with 
Bijleveld-Schouten next week 
Thursday. 

In her meeting with Jacoba, 
the State Secretary expressed 
her concerns about progress 
relating to the Joint Police 
Facility (Gemeenschappelijke 
Voorziening Politie) and the 
Education sub-work group, 
considering the importance of 
guaranteeing that cross-border 
crime and organised crime 
were diligently tackled after 
the transition. 

Minister Jacoba informed the 


State Secretary that she had 
just signed the integral plan 
of approach relating to the 
improvement trajectory at 
Bon Futuro prison in Curasao. 
Bijleveld-Schouten informed 
the Second Chamber that 
personnel made available by 
the Netherlands were working 
at the prison. “Together with 
their Antillean counter-parts, 
they will execute the joint 
integral plan of approach 
and realise the desired 
improvements at Bon Futuro,” 
she stated. 

B ij le veld- S chouten further 
announced that a permanent 
PR person had been appointed 
at the Regional Service Centre 
to inform citizens of Bonaire, 
Saba and St. Eustatius about 
the constitutional process. 
She said she was satisfied 
with the work being done by 
RSC, and was convinced that 
cooperation among the Dutch 
ministries within the RSC 
and preparations to realise a 
smooth transfer of the three 
islands to the Netherlands 
were going well.Q 


No Brooks lower accord until all islands aro ready 


~ Says Minister Jacoba ~ 


P HILIP S B U R G - - T h e 
Antillean Justice Ministry 
refusestoimplementtheBrooks 
Tower Accord immigrant 
amnesty programme until all 
five islands have the workers 
and resources to legalise their 
undocumented residents. 
Antillean Justice Minister 
Magali Jacoba told reporters 
St. Maarten, Saba, St. 
Eustatius, Bonaire and 
Curasao would receive the 
benefits of the Brooks Tower 
Accord, an agreement to 
give non-nationals who live 
under the radar in the Antilles 
legal status, once they were 
ready. She expects to meet 
the Lt. Governors of the 
islands this week to discuss 
their progress, but until then 
she cannot entertain a date 
for Brooks Tower Accord 
implementation. 

“We want to do it one way on 
all the islands,” Jacoba said 
Tuesday in a press conference 
on her second day of meetings 
in St. Maarten. The more-than- 
-two-year-old Brooks Tower 
agreement was among Justice 
matters discussed during the 


minister’s second official visit 
to St. Maarten. 

The Brooks Tower Accord was 
signed by the Lt. Governors 
of the Netherlands Antilles 
and former Antillean Justice 
Minister David Dick, Jacoba’s 
predecessor, in 2007. It 
promises an estimated 20,000 
undocumented persons living 
in St. Maarten, and thousands 
of others throughout the 
islands, legal permission to 
live here. Restrictions on how 
the non-nationals could apply 
for legal residence and when 
were established in the first 
agreement. 

The accord was not the only 
issue Jacoba discussed during 
her first two days here. 

She and her delegation talked 
Monday about the Win-Win 
Agreement (WWA) that 
usheredinPolicelnterimCoach 
Ronald Dongor in May 2008. 
Dongor and the Windward 
Islands Police Force KPSSS 
discussed developments since 
the agreement was signed 
last year. Jacoba, with State 
Secretary of Justice Ernie 
Simmons translating her 


Dutch, said the ministry hadn’t 
decided about the future of the 
WWA. 

In a follow-up to the minister’s 
first visit late August, Jacoba 
met union leaders again 
about promotions, pay and 
other problems affecting 
police. Simmons said the 
minister hoped to help several 
policemen receive promotions, 
and was looking at the legality 
of what happened. “As 
promised, we came back to 
answer questions that were 
posed,” Simmons said. 

More than 40 police sergeants 
walked off the job, protested 
in silence outside the 
Government Administration 
Building and met with their 
unions and the minister about 
their promotions on August 
24, the day Jacoba arrived for 
her first official visit to the 
Windward Islands. 

Jacobaalso talked to some local 
Brooks Tower stakeholders, 
including Executive Council 
members, Tuesday about 
its expected effects on the 
community. They asked 
when the agreement to make 


foreigners who have been 
living illegally in the territories 
legal residents would become 
policy for the Antilles. 

More important than when 
to implement the accord is 
how, Jacoba said, explaining 
that the document needed 
adaptation to the Antilles two 
years after it was first made. 


“The agreement signed in 
2007 will not be implemented 
as is,” she said. 

Jacoba and her team have 
meetings scheduled today 
and tomorrow with, among 
others, prison unions about 
problems that affect workers 
and inmates at the jail. □

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Stocks fall after 2-day rally as earnings loom

NEW YORK - Investors 
waiting for earnings reports 
to start in earnest sent stocks 
modestly lower Wednesday 
following a two-day spike. 
Industrial, material and 
technology stocks fell sharply, 
while financial shares rose. 
With little economic news to 
shape sentiment, investors are 
keenly focused on earnings 
reports for the July-September 
quarter for more clues about 
the economy. Aluminum 
maker Alcoa Inc. will be the 
first of the 30 companies 
that make up the Dow Jones 
industrial average to report 
results after the closing bell. 
“Investors are holding tight 
here,” said Eric Ross, director 
of research at Canaccord 
Adams. “There are people on 
both sides of the fence. A lot 
of people think this market 
is going to keep running and 
running and then others that 
are very nervous.” 

With the benchmark Standard 
& Poor’s index up 55.9 
percent since hitting a 12-year

low in March, investors have 
been questioning whether a 
continued advance is justified 
given recent evidence that the 
economy’s recovery will be 
rocky. 

The S&P 500 index has 
given up 1.6 percent over 
the past two weeks as 
encouraging trends in labor 
and manufacturing faltered. 
How the earnings reports fare 
in coming weeks will largely 
determine the direction of the 
market through the end of the 
year, Ross said. 

Many companies beat modest 
earnings expectations in the 
second quarter by cutting 
costs, helping to fuel the 
market’s rally through the 
summer. Now investors are 
hoping to see stronger sales 
driving earnings, which would 
signal a rebound in consumer 
spending. Many analysts are 
skeptical about how strong 
that spending will be. 

“The consumer is just 
really damaged,” said Len 
Blum, a managing partner 
at Westwood Capital LLC. 
“Every time we see a blip, it’s 
not sustainable.” 


In midaftemoon, the Dow 
Jones industrials fell 34.84, or 
0.4 percent, to 9,696.41. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
fell 1.00, or 0.1 percent, to 
1,053.72, while the Nasdaq 
composite index lost 0.33, or 
0.02 percent, to 2,103.24. 
Among the earnings reports 
trickling in Wednesday, 
Costco Wholesale Corp. said 
profits fell 6 percent, partly 
due to a stronger dollar and 
increased employee benefit 
costs, but results still beat 
analysts’ expectations. Shares 
rose $1.32, or 2.3 percent, to 
$59.25. 

Monsanto Co., the world’s 
biggest seed maker, said its 
loss widened to $233 million 
as revenue fell. Adjusted 
earnings narrowly beat 
estimates. Shares fell $1.27 to 
$74.09. 

Alcoa’s shares added 6 cents 
to $13.95 ahead of its report. 
In other trading, shares of 
Verisk Analytics Inc. shot up 
25 percent during their market 
debut, adding $5.50 to $27.50. 
The insurance data specialist 
raised $1.9 billion in one of 
the year’s largest initial public 
offerings. 

Gold continued to edge higher 
after hitting a new high of 
$1,049 an ounce overnight. 
Prices rose $3 to $1,042. 

Oil fell $1.80 to $69.08 
per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange after 
the government reported 
that crude inventories fell 
last week. Gasoline supplies 
grew. A falling dollar and 
rising commodity prices 
helped push stocks higher on 
Tuesday, bringing the Dow’s 
two-day gain to 244 points, 
its best back-to-back advance 
since July. The resurgence 
came after two straight weekly 
declines, also for the first time 
since July. 

Investors have been keeping a 
close eye on the dollar, which 
has fallen steadily this year 
amid rock-bottom interest 


rates and massive government 
spending. A weak dollar is 
good for corporate profits of 
companies with a strong global 
footprint, as it encourages 
overseas companies to buy 
U.S. goods and services. Over 
the long term, however, a weak 
dollar could trigger inflation. 
The dollar rebounded slightly 
Wednesday against the euro 
and the British pound after 
tumbling the day before on a 
surprise interest rate increase 
in Australia. Higher interest 


rates can boost a country’s 
currency. 

Bond prices rose after an 
auction of 10-year notes 
attracted strong demand. The 
yield on the 10-year Treasury 
note fell to 3.19 percent from 
3.26 percent late Tuesday. 
About four stocks fell for 
every three that rose on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 594.2 
million shares compared with 
672.4 million at the same time 
on Tuesday. □

Fannie, Freddie plan to aid 
mortgage banks: report 

U.S. government-controlled mortgage finance companies 
Freddie Mac (FRE.N) and Fannie Mae (FNM.N) are working 
on a program to help independent mortgage banks get access 
to short-term credit needed to make home loans, the Wall 
Street Journal said, citing people familiar with the matter. 
Fannie and Freddie will provide advance commitments for 
the purchase of home mortgages that meet certain standards, 
according to the paper. 

The program aims to reduce risks that independent mortgage 
banks face so they can obtain short-term credit, the paper 
said. 

The Journal’s sources added that the companies are planning 
to build on an undisclosed pilot program that Freddie has 
with Provident Funding Associates LP and warehouse-lender 
NattyMac, where short-term funding would be provided to 
mortgage companies. Spokesmen for Fannie and Freddie 
declined to discuss details of the plan with the paper. 

Fannie and Freddie could not be immediately reached for 
comment by Reuters outside regular U.S. business hours.□

Amid the global economic crisis, China rises

BEIJING - The auto-parts 
maker Delphi Corp. is 
headquartered in Troy, Mich., 
in the heart of the region that 
made the United States the 
car capital of the world. It’s a 
place where the phrase “buy 
American” is right at home. 
Now the 3,000 employees of 
Delphi’s brake and suspension 
unit are getting a new boss. 
Battered by weak sales, Delphi 
is selling the unit to investors 
led by a company named 
Shougang Corp. 

Shougang is a steel maker 
owned by the government of 
China — a government that 
calls itself communist but 
espouses a “socialist market 
economy” as it marches down 
globalization’s road toward a 
capitalistic future. 

“Everyone’s so desperate for 
cash that the Chinese show up 
with a checkbook and people 
say, 'Yes, please’,” says Arthur 
Kroeber, managing director 
of Dragonomics, a Beijing 
research firm. 

Explosive growth in China 
and India, coupled with 
Japan’s clout as the world’s 
No. 2 economy, has long been 
expected to shift economic 
power from the United 
States to Asia as this century 
progresses. The financial crisis 
and resulting Great Recession 
are accelerating that process. 
“China certainly comes out of 
the crisis stronger rather than 
weaker, and it’s the opposite 
for the United States,” says 
Stephen Roach, chairman of 


Morgan Stanley Asia. 

Even some Americans have 
begun declaring this the 
“Chinese century” since it 
began nearly a decade ago. 
But while they and others 
fear the rise of China in 
international relations and the 
global economy, the reality is 
less dramatic: Beijing is still 
getting its own sprawling, 
chaotic house in order and is 
in no position to supplant the 
United States as global leader 
in the near future. 

At the same time, Beijing’s 
power remains undefined: On 
an unfamiliar global stage, it 
is unsure what role it wants to 
play. 

For decades, China followed 
the dictum of its late supreme 
leader, Deng Xiaoping, to 
keep its head down abroad 
and focus on development at 
home. But earlier this decade, 
emboldened by success and 
mindful that their globalized 
economy needs stability, 
communist leaders started 
pressing for a place among 
the nations that manage world 
affairs. 

These days, Beijing is claiming 
a bigger voice in global 
economic forums such as the 
Group of 20 and is getting 
more deference in the United 
Nations, which could mean 
protection for friends such as 
Iran and Myanmar. Its military 
spending is the world’s 
second-highest, behind that of 
the United States. 

“China is very likely to be the 
second-most-powerful country 
— if it isn’t now, then within 


a decade,” says Kenneth 
Lieberthal, director of the 
Brookings Institution’s John 
L. Thornton China Center in 
Washington. 

For the United States, it’s a 
mixed blessing. The American 
and Chinese economies are 
intertwined, and the success 
of one depends on the health 
of the other. 

The United States is China’s 
biggest trade partner. China 
sent $338 billion in goods 
here last year. Beijing is 
Washington’s biggest creditor, 
with more than $800 billion 
invested in government debt. 
American automakers look 
to China’s growing market to 
propel future sales. 

The financial crisis set back 
U.S. growth by years and will 
add trillions to the federal 
debt over the next decade. But 
China avoided the worst of the 
crisis. Its banks are healthy 
and, with the help of a 4 trillion 
yuan ($586 billion) stimulus, 
this year’s economic growth is 
on track to top 8 percent. 
Already, demand from China 
can affect oil prices, and 
it is starting to influence 
what products are available 
worldwide. Western jobs are 
tied to Chinese spending, 
from British auto factories 
to Australian iron mines. 
Chinese money is financing 
development of oil fields from 
Venezuela to Central Asia. 
And China’s role as 
Washington’s lender-in-chief 
is altering the dynamic of the 
countries’ relationship. 

At a meeting in London 


in April, President Barack 
Obama assured his Chinese 
counterpart, Hu Jintao, that 
Washington would cut its 
budget deficit — a promise no 
American leader ever had to 
make to a Soviet leader. 
Washington’s three-year-old 
strategic dialogue with Beijing 
has long been dominated 
by U.S. trade grievances. 
But the latest round in July, 
overshadowed by America’s 
need for China to keep buying 
its debt, became a discussion 
between equals. 

China, a major destination 
for foreign investment, was 
starting to reverse the flow 
and invest abroad before the 
financial crisis. The crisis 
accelerated that and has led 
to a flurry of deals. In some 
cases, Chinese companies have 
stepped in to save Western 
jobs — a notion unthinkable a 
decade ago.

In Britain, China’s Nanjing 
Automobile Group plans to 
reopen the Longbridge factory 
idled by the collapse of MG 
Rover to make limited-edition 
MGTF sports cars. And in 
Sweden, Beijing Automotive 
is joining a bid to buy Saab 
from General Motors, while 
Geely Automobile wants to 
acquire Ford’s Volvo unit. 

“It’s better to be part of the 
race than to watch it from the 
stands,” says Paul Akerlund, a 
union representative at Saab. 
“We see advantages in gaining 
access to the Chinese market, 
which is the fastest-growing 
auto market in the world.” 

In diplomacy, China is only 
starting to stake out positions 
on a wide array of global 
issues. It has used its influence 
in the United Nations to help 
allies such as Sri Lanka resist 
Western pressure on human 
rights. □ 
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Origin of Komodo Dragon Revenled

Dragons may come from the 
land Down Under. 

Scientists now find that 
the world’s largest living 
lizard species, the Komodo 
dragon, most likely evolved 
in Australia and dispersed 
westward to its current home 
in Indonesia. 

In the past, researchers had 
suggested the Komodo dragon 
(Varanus komodoensis) 
developed from a smaller 
ancestor isolated on the 
Indonesian islands, evolving 
its large size as a response to 
lack of competition from other 
predators or as a specialist 
hunter of pygmy elephants 
known as Stegodon. 

However, over the past three 
years, an international team of 
scientists unearthed numerous 
fossils from eastern Australia 
dated from 300,000 years ago 
to roughly 4 million years ago

that they now know belong to 
the Komodo dragon. 

“When we compared these 
fossils to the bones of present- 
day Komodo dragons, 
they were identical,” said 
researcher Scott Hocknull, a 
vertebrate paleontologist at 
the Queensland Museum in 
Australia. 

For the last 4 million years, 
Australia has been home to 
the world’s largest lizards, 
including the 16-foot-long 
giant (5 meters) called 
Megalania, once the world’s 
largest terrestrial lizard but 
which died out some 40,000 
years ago. 

“Now we can say Australia 
was also the birthplace of the 
three-meter (10 foot) Komodo 
dragon,” Hocknull said. 

The researchers said the 
ancestor of the Komodo 
dragon most likely evolved in 
Australiaand spread westward, 
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reaching the Indonesian island 
of Flores by 900,000 years 
ago. Comparisons between 
fossils and living Komodo 
dragons on Flores show that 
the lizard’s body size has 
remained relatively stable 
since then. 

Further support for this notion 
of dispersal from Australia 
comes from the islandofTimor, 
located between Australia and 
Flores. Three fossil specimens 
from Timor represent a new, 
as yet unnamed species of 
giant monitor lizard, which 
was larger than the Komodo 
dragon, although smaller than 
Megalania. More specimens 
of this new giant lizard are 
needed before the species can 
be formally described. 

“There are a lot of things 
we just simply don’t know 
about this part of the world 
- Indonesia to Australia,” 
Hocknull told LiveScience. 
“In recent years this region 
has thrown up remarkable 
discoveries - a new species of 
hominid, the ‘Lost World’ in 
New Guinea boasting dozens 
of new species having never 
met humans, and now an 
island chain of giant lizards, 
including the largest of them 
all, Megalania from Australia. 
However, they all went 
extinct, except the Komodo 
dragon. The big question 
now is why? The south-east 
Asian to Australian region is 
a hot-spot of new and exciting 
discoveries.” 

All these huge lizards were 
once common in Australasia 
for more than 3.8 million years, 
having evolved alongside 
large mammalian carnivores, 
such as Thylacoleo, the so- 
called ‘marsupial lion.’ The 
Komodo dragon is the last of 
these giants, but within the last 
2,000 years, their populations 
have diminished severely, 
most likely due to humans, 
and they are now vulnerable 
to extinction, living now on 
just a few isolated islands in 
eastern Indonesia, between 
Java and Australia. 
“Understanding the past 
history of a species is 
absolutely fundamental to 
determining its potential 
trajectory in the future, its 
responses to climate change, 
habitat change and extinction 
events,” Hocknull said.Q

NASA telescope discovers 
giant ring around Saturn 

PASADENA, Calif. - The Spitzer Space Telescope has 
discovered the biggest but never-before-seen ring around the 
planet Saturn, NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory announced 
late Tuesday. 

The thin array of ice and dust particles lies at the far reaches of 
the Saturnian system and its orbit is tilted 27 degrees from the 
planet’s main ring plane, the laboratory said. 

JPL spokeswoman Whitney Clavin said the ring is very diffuse 
and doesn’t reflect much visible light but the infrared Spitzer 
telescope was able to detect it. 

Although the ring dust is very cold — minus 316 degrees 
Fahrenheit — it shines with thermal radiation. 

No one had looked at its location with an infrared instrument 
until now, Clavin said. 

The bulk of the ring material starts about 3.7 million miles 
from the planet and extends outward about another 7.4 million 
miles. 

The newly found ring is so huge it would take 1 billion Earths 
to fill it, JPL said. 

Before the discovery Saturn was known to have seven main 
rings named A through E and several faint unnamed rings. 

A paper on the discovery was to be published online Wednesday 
by the journal Nature. 

“This is one supersized ring,” said one of the authors, Anne 
Verbiscer, an astronomer at the University of Virginia in 
Charlottesville. Her co-authors are Douglas Hamilton of the 
University of Maryland, College Park, and Michael Skrutskie, 
also of the University of Virginia. 

Saturn’s moon Phoebe orbits within the ring and is believed to 
be the source of the material. 

The ring also may answer the riddle of another moon, Iapetus, 
which has a bright side and a very dark side. 

The ring circles in the same direction as Phoebe, while Iapetus, 
the other rings and most of Saturn’s other moons go the opposite 
way. Scientists think material from the outer ring moves inward 
and slams into Iapetus. 

“Astronomers have long suspected that there is a connection 
between Saturn’s outer moon Phoebe and the dark material on 
Iapetus,” said Hamilton. “This new ring provides convincing 
evidence of that relationship.’Q

MIAMI - The FBI investigated 
whether Anna Nicole Smith 
plotted to kill her tycoon 
husband’s son as they battled 
for his father’s fortune, newly 
released files show, but the 
former Playboy Playmate 
who died in 2007 was never 
prosecuted. 

Smith’s FBI records, obtained 
exclusively by The Associated 
Press, say the agency 
investigated Smith in 2000 and 
2001 in a murder-for-hire plot 
targeting E. Pierce Marshall, 
who was at the center of a 
long legal fight to keep the 
starlet, model and one-time 
stripper from collecting his 
father’s oil wealth, valued in 
the hundreds of millions. The 
younger Marshall died three 
years ago of natural causes. 
The documents released under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act depict an investigation 
going on as the fight raged 
over J. Howard Marshall II’s 
estate. Vast sections of the 100 
pages of released materials — 
a fraction of Smith’s full FBI 
file — are whited out, and no 
evidence of her involvement 
in such a plot is detailed. 
There is no indication how 
authorities became aware 
of any alleged scheme, but 


agents interviewed Smith on 
July 3, 2000. Told why she 
was being questioned, “Smith 
began crying and denied ever 
making such plans,” a report 
said. 

Smith told agents that killing 
Pierce Marshall would not 
have made sense because her 
ex-husband’s money would 
still be tied up in a trust, and 
because she believed the court 
battle over the fortune was 
nearly over, the report states. 
She told agents she believed 
the story about the plot was 
made up by a former lover 
angry that she broke off their 
relationship, according to the 
files. 

“Smith adamantly denied 
ever contemplating such a 
crime,” an agent wrote, and 
prosecutors eventually agreed 
the case could not go forward. 
An April 26, 2001 letter to 
the FBI from Sally Meloch, 
an assistant U.S. attorney, 
said she reviewed the reports 
but “determined that there 
is insufficient evidence to 
establish that there was 
a murder-for-hire plot by 
Ms. Smith to kill Pierce 
Marshall.” 

Reached at her Los Angeles 
office on Tuesday, Meloch 
didn’t recall the case, but 
said, “Any investigations 


that we didn’t proceed with, 
we couldn’t comment on 
anyway.” 

Ron Rale, Smith’s personal 
attorney during her life and 
the executor of her estate, 
said whatever allegations 
were made were absolutely 
false: “Unequivocally, there 
was never a murder-for-hire 
plot that Anna was involved 
in. Absolutely false. Never 
happened. End of story.” 

An attorney for the Marshall 
estate, including for the 
younger Marshall’s widow, 
said he couldn’t comment. 
A spokesman for the family, 
David Margulies, said the 
family was aware of the FBI 
investigation but didn’t wish 
to comment further. 

But Rusty Hardin, a Houston 
attorney and longtime Marshall 
family friend, laughed upon 
hearing of the alleged plot. 

“I don’t think I ever saw any 


credible evidence,” he said. “I 
do not remember ever being 
concerned about whether 
she was trying to have him 
killed.” 

Smith was 26 when she wed the 
89-year-old Marshall, owner 
of Great Northern Oil Co., 
whose wealth was estimated 
by Forbes to be $550 million 
in 1992. They met while she 
was a topless dancer at a Texas 
strip club. 

He died of natural causes in 
1995, little more than a year 
after they wed. His son died in 
2006 at age 67 of an infection 
and Smith died of a drug 
overdose a year later at age 39 
after collapsing in her South 
Florida hotel room. 

The FBI files show a .357- 
caliber Smith and Wesson 
revolver was confiscated from 
Smith’s home, along with a 3 
1/2-inch stainless steel knife 
and, for reasons that were 


not explained, a black-and- 
orange hat described as “Dr. 
Seuss.” All three objects were 
returned to her about seven 
months later. 

The dispute between Smith 
and the Marshall estate has 
bounced around courts for 
years. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
unanimously in 2006 that 
Smith could pursue her late 
husband’s fortune. The money 
became a factor after Smith’s 
death, too, with Stem, her 
mother, and another boyfriend 
all fighting over an estate 
that ultimately will go to her 
daughter, who is now 3. 
Smith’s lawyer and companion 
Howard K. Stem and two 
doctors, Dr. Sandeep Kapoor 
and Dr. Khristine Eroshevich, 
are charged in California with 
helping the model obtain dmgs 
that ultimately killed her. All 
have pleaded not guilty. □

Health bill costs $829 
billion over decade

WASHINGTON (AP)—Health care legislation 
drafted by a key U.S. Senate committee would 
expand coverage to 94 percent of the eligible 
population at a 10-year cost of $829 billion, 
congressional budget experts said Wednesday 
in a preliminary estimate. 

The Congressional Budget Office added that 
the measure would reduce federal deficits by 
$81 billion over a decade and probably lead 
to “continued reductions in federal budget 
deficits” in the years beyond. 

The report paves the way for the Senate 
Finance Committee to vote as early as Friday 
on the legislation, which is largely in line with 
President Barack Obama’s call for the most 
sweeping overhaul of the U.S. health care 
system in a half-century. 

The United States is the only developed nation 
that does not have a comprehensive national 
health care plan for all its citizens. Obama 
has said overhauling health care is vital to the 
United States’ long-term economic recovery. 
Sen. Max Baucus, a Democrat and the 
committee chairman and principal architect of 
the measure, hailed the budget report. 

“This legislation, I believe, is a smart 


investment on our federal balance sheet. It’s an 
even smarter investment for American families, 
businesses and our economy,” he said on the 
Senate floor. 

The committee Baucus chairs is the fifth and 
last of the congressional panels to debate health 
care. The Senate Finance version has a decided 
middle-of-the-road flavor, shunning any 
provision for the government to sell insurance 
in competition with private industry. Nor does 
it require businesses to offer coverage to their 
workers, although large firms that do not would 
be required to offset the cost of any government 
subsidies going to those employees. 

The measure would require that millions of 
Americans purchase private insurance for the 
first time, and would set up a new marketplace 
where policies would be available. 

Federal subsidies would be available to millions 
of lower-income individuals and families to 
help defray the cost of coverage that would 
otherwise be out of their reach. 

The measure would be paid for through a 
variety of tax increases and spending cuts, 
including savings of hundreds of billions of 
dollars from Medicare, the government-run 
health care program for the elderly.

Democratic leaders in both houses are within a few weeks. 


Anticipating approval by the Finance 
Committee this week, Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid is 
already overseeing efforts to merge 
that bill with an alternative approved 
by the Senate Committee on Health, 
Education, Labor and Pensions. 

Reid is subject to intense cross¬ 
pressures, not only from the members 
of the two committees, but also from 
the Obama administration and rank- 
and-file senators seeking to mold the 
legislation to their liking.

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Pot legalization gains momentum in California

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— Marijuana advocates are 
gathering signatures to get at 
least three pot-legalization 
measures on the ballot in 2010 
in California, setting up what 
could be a groundbreaking clash 
with the federal government 
over U.S. drug policy. 

At least one poll shows voters 
would support lifting the pot 
prohibition, which would make 
the state of 40 million the 
first in the nation to legalize 
marijuana. 

Such action would also send the 
state into a headlong conflict 
with the U.S. government while 
raising questions about how 
federal law enforcement could 
enforce its drug laws in the 
face of a massive government- 
sanctioned pot industry. 

The state already has a thriving 
marijuana trade, thanks to a 
first-of-its-kind 1996 ballot 
measure that allowed people to 
smoke pot for medical purposes. 
But full legalization could turn 
medical marijuana dispensaries 
into all-purpose pot stores, and 
the open sale of joints could 
become commonplace on mom- 
and-pop liquor store counters in 
liberal locales like Oakland and 
Santa Cruz. 

Under federal law, marijuana 
is illegal, period. After 
overseeing a series of raids that 
destroyed more than 300,000 
marijuana plants in California’s 
Sierra Nevada foothills this 
summer, federal drug czar 
Gil Kerlikowske proclaimed, 
“Legalization is not in the 
president’s vocabulary, and it’s 
not in mine.” 

The U.S. Supreme Court also 
has ruled that federal law 
enforcement agents have the 
right to crack down even on 
marijuana users and distributors 
who are in compliance with 
California’s medical marijuana 
law. 

But some legal scholars 
and policy analysts say the 
government will not be able 
to require California to help in 
enforcing the federal marijuana 
ban if the state legalizes the 
drug. 

Without assistance from the 


state’s legions of narcotics 
officers, they say, federal agents 
could do little to curb marijuana 
in California. 

“Even though that federal ban 
is still in place and the federal 
government can enforce it, it 
doesn’t mean the states have 
to follow suit,” said Robert 
Mikos, a Vanderbilt University 
law professor who recently 
published a paper about the 
issue. 

Nothing can stop federal anti¬ 
drug agents from making 
marijuana arrests, even if 
Californians legalize pot, 
he said. However, the U.S. 
government cannot pass a law 
requiring local and state police, 
sheriff’s departments or state 
narcotics enforcers to help. 

That is significant, because 
nearly all arrests for marijuana 
crimes are made at the state 
level. Of more than 847,000 
marijuana-related arrests in 
2008, for example, just over 
6,300 suspects were booked 
by federal law enforcement, or 
fewer than 1 percent. 

State marijuana bans have 
allowed the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration to 
focus on big cases, said Rosalie 
Pacula, director of drug policy 
research at the Rand Corp. 

“It’s only something the feds 
are going to be concerned about 
if you’re growing tons of pot,” 
Pacula said. For anything less, 
she said, “they don’t have the 


resources to waste on it.” 

In a typical recent prosecution, 
29-year-old Luke Scarmazzo 
was sentenced to nearly 22 years 
and co-defendant Ricardo Ruiz 
Montes to 20 years in federal 
prison for drug trafficking 
through a medical marijuana 
dispensary in Modesto. 

At his bond hearing, prosecutors 
showed a rap video in which 
Scarmazzo boasts about his 
successful marijuana business, 
taunts federal authorities and 
carries cardboard boxes filled 
with cash. The DEA said the pair 
made more than $4.5 million in 
marijuana sales in less than two 
years. 

The DEA would not speculate 
on the effects of any decision 
by California to legalize pot. 
“Marijuana is illegal under 
federal law and DEA will 
continue to attack large-scale 
drug trafficking organizations 
at every level,” spokeswoman 
Dawn Dearden said. 

The most conservative of the 
three ballot measures would 
only legalize possession of up 
to one ounce of pot for personal 
use by adults 21 and older — an 
amount that already under state 
law can only result at most in a 
$100 fine. 

The proposal would also 
allow anyone to grow a plot 
of marijuana up to 5 feet-by- 
5 feet (1.5-by-1.5 meters) on 
their private property. The size, 
Pacula said, seems specifically 


designed to keep the total 
number of plants grown below 
100, the threshold for DEA 
attention. 

The greatest potential 
for conflict with the U.S. 
government would likely come 
from the provision that would 
give local governments the 
power to decide city-by-city 
whether to allow pot sales. 
Hundreds of medical marijuana 
dispensaries across California 


Associated Press 
already operate openly with only 
modest federal interference. If 
recreational marijuana became 
legal, these businesses could 
operate without requiring 
their customers to qualify as 
patients. 

Any business that grew 
bigger than the already typical 
storefront shops, however, 
would probably be too tempting 
a target for federal prosecution, 
experts said.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
Justice Department officials 
said Wednesday that most 
children in the United States 
are exposed to violence in their 
daily lives, which Attorney 
General Eric Holder called 
“staggering.” 

A leading criminologist 
cautioned that the government- 
sponsored survey may be 
lumping serious and minor 
incidents together. 

More than 60 percent of 
children surveyed were 


exposed to violence within 
the past year, either directly or 
indirectly, according to data 
compiled by the department. 
The survey’s compilers defined 
exposure to violence as being 
a victim, or having witnessed 
violence, or learning about 
violence against a relative, 
friend, or hearing about a 
threat to their school or home. 
That approach raised questions 
for some. 

“What concerns me when you 
hear numbers like this is that 
in their attempt to be inclusive, 
which is commendable, the 
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definition of violence becomes 
so broad that the results lack 
real meaning,” said James Alan 
Fox, criminal justice professor 
at Northeastern University. “If 
you broaden the definition of 
violence so much, then most 
people will be included.” 
Nearly half of all children 
surveyed were assaulted at 
least once in the past year, 
and about 6 percent were 
victimized sexually, the survey 
found. 

One in five of those between 
the ages of 14 and 17 reported 
they had seen a shooting. 
“Those numbers are 
astonishing, and they are 
unacceptable,” Holder said 
in Chicago, where he was 
meeting with local officials to 
discuss the disturbing beating 
death of a high school student 
by other teens. 

“We simply cannot stand for an 
epidemic of violence that robs 
our youth of their childhood 


and perpetuates a cycle in 
which today’s victims become 
tomorrow’s criminals,” Holder 
said. 

Among the survey’s other 
findings: 

—Almost one in 10 children 
said they saw one family 
member assault another in the 
past year. 

—More than one-half of the 
children, about 57 percent, 
reported having been assaulted 
at some point in their lives. 

—Thirteen percent reported 
having been physically bullied 
in the last year. 

The results were based on 
telephone interviews of 4,549 
children and adolescents aged 
17 and younger between 
January and May of 2008. For 
children ages 9 and younger, a 
parent or guardian answered 
the questions. The National 
Survey of Children’s Exposure 
to Violence was sponsored 
by the Justice Department’s 


Office of Juvenile Justice 
and Delinquency Prevention, 
with help from the Centers 
for Disease Control. It was 
conducted by university 
researchers. 

The attorney general and 
Education Secretary Arne 
Duncan were in Chicago 
Wednesday to meet with local 
officials, parents, and students 
to discuss the vicious beating 
of a 16-year-old high school 
student whose killing last 
month was captured on a cell 
phone video. 

Derrion Albert, an honor roll 
student at Christian Fenger 
Academy High School, was 
attacked when he got caught 
up in a mob of teens about 
six blocks from school. Video 
shows him curled up on the 
sidewalk as fellow teens 
kick him and hit him with 
splintered railroad ties. So far, 
four teens have been charged 
in his death. □ 


House-Senate panel offers 
plan for Gitmo detainees

WASHINGTON - In a partial victory for 
President Obama’s troubled bid to close the 
U.S. prison in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, key 
congressional negotiators adopted a plan 
Wednesday to permit terror suspects held 
there to continue to be transferred into the 
United States to face trial. 

The House-Senate compromise was reached 
by Democratic negotiators on a $42.8 billion 
homeland security appropriations bill. It 
mostly tracks current restrictions put in place 
in June and is similar to a version backed by 
Republicans earlier in the year that allowed 
detainees to be transferred to U.S. soil for 
trial. 

Now, Republicans are pressing for an absolute 
ban on transfers of Guantanamo detainees 
into the U.S. 

The move sets up a clash with Republicans 
and, potentially, a difficult vote for dozens of 
House Democrats, who only last week voted 
in favor of a GOP plan to block any detainee 
transfers into the U.S. That vote came on 
a nonbinding motion, but Wednesday’s 
compromise would carry the force of law for 
the budget year that began Oct. 1. 

Obama’s order to close Guantanamo by mid- 
January has vexed his Democratic allies 
on Capitol Hill, who complain that it was 
dropped on them without a plan to carry it 
out. Republicans have been enthusiastic 
in their opposition to the plan and clearly 


feel that public opinion and the politics of 
Guantanamo are working in their favor. 
However, prominent members of the party, 
including last fall’s presidential nominee, 
Sen. John McCain of Arizona, want to 
see the facility closed as well. At a House 
Appropriations Committee session in June, 
the panel’s top Republican, Jerry Lewis of 
California, sought to ensure that detainees 
could be brought to the U.S. for prosecution. 
But amid the uproar over Guantanamo, 
Democrats have been on the defensive. 
Just Tuesday, the Senate passed a $626 
billion Pentagon budget bill that would 
ban outright any transfer of accused enemy 
combatants from Guantanamo to U.S. soil. 
The plan unveiled Wednesday could serve 
as a template, however, for dealing with 
the issue on the defense measure and other 
appropriations bills — if Democrats can 
succeed in passing it. 

House Democrats, though, were openly 
exploring the option of a legislative two- 
step on the underlying homeland security 
spending bill that would block Republicans 
from another vote on the detention center. 
Supporters of closing Guantanamo say the 
facility and the detention of suspects who 
may have been held indefinitely without trial 
have hurt the United States’ reputation across 
the globe. And, they said, fears of bringing 
the detainees to the U.S. are exaggerated 
— existing federal prisons are more than 
adequate to safely hold them.Q 




















Thousands mob Detroit 
center in hopes of free cash

DETROIT - Scuffles erupted 
as several thousand Detroit 
residents jockeyed, pushed and 
shoved Wednesday to get free 
money being offered to only 
3,500 of the city’s recently or 
soon to be homeless. 

Several received medical 
treatment for fainting or 
exhaustion while frantically 
trying to obtain the applications 
for federal housing assistance. 
The long lines and short 
tempers highlighted the 
frustration and desperation 
that Detroit residents feel 
struggling through an 
economic nightmare. 

The line around Cobo Center, 
a downtown convention 
center, started forming well 
before daybreak. Anger flared 
within a few hours as more 
people sought out a dwindling 
number of applications for the 
program. 

Members of the Detroit Police 
Department’s Gang Squad and 
other tactical units were called 
in for crowd control. Several 
people reportedly passed out 
from exhaustion and had to be 
treated by emergency medical 
personnel. Some minor 
injuries were reported, and no 
arrests were made. 

“It’s a sign of the times, 
and we can’t deny we have 
people here who are in 
need,” said Karen Dumas, 
communications director for 
Mayor Dave Bing. “It’s scary 
and very disappointing. It also 


shows a need for redirection 
for our city.” 

One in four working-age adults 
in Detroit is without a job, and 
the city’s home foreclosure 
rate continues to be among the 
nation’s highest. One in four 
families and three out of every 
10 individuals live below the 
poverty level, according to the 
U.S. Census. 

Before Wednesday, Detroit 
Planning and Development 
workers already had spent two 
days handling long lines at 
City Hall and other locations. 
Rumors that $3,000 stimulus 
checks from the Obama 
administration spurred heavy 
turnouts. 

That helped get 3 3-year-old 
William Lambert and his 
27-year-old fiancee, Iesha 
Wagner, to City Hall on 
Tuesday. Lambert said he is 
out of work and living with 
Wagner at her mother’s home. 
“We kind of fell on hard 
times,” he said. “It’s hard 
working as a carpenter and 
then not working at all. It’s not 
good right now.” 

Odessa Willis also heard the 
stimulus rumors, but needed to 
find out for herself Tuesday. 
“I’m here to meet a need so I 
won’t become homeless and 
my utilities will be paid,” 
said Willis, 56. “With this 
economy, I’m not able to keep 
my head above water.” 

The city distributed more than 
50,000 applications for the 
Homelessness Prevention and 
Rapid Re-Housing program 
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over the past several days 
before running out Wednesday 
morning. Only 3,500 people 
who qualify will receive the 
money — a maximum $3,000 
per applicant, Dumas said. 
Many residents taking 
applications won’t qualify 
because of the program’s strict 
income requirements. Dumas 
also fears people who really 
need the money might have 
missed out on applications 
because of the long lines. 

To be considered, applicants 
must have lived in Detroit 
for the past six months, been

On Wednesday, Gaza

Mitchell, returns to the region 
this week. 

“This is the worst position that 
Abbas has found himself in 
since he was elected president,” 
said Hani al-Masri, a West 
Bank commentator. 

At the center of the uproar 
is a 575-page U.N. report 
about Israel’s three-week war 
in Gaza last winter, which 
alleges that both Israel and 
Hamas committed war crimes, 
something both sides deny. 

Last week, Abbas withdrew 
Palestinian support for a vote 
in the U.N. Human Rights 
Council in Geneva to have the 
report sent to the U.N. General 
Assembly for possible action 
— the first of many steps 
toward possibly establishing 
war crimes tribunals. With the 
Palestinians out of the picture, 
the council set the report aside 
for six months. 

Abbas made the decision under 
heavy U.S. pressure, Palestinian 
and Israeli officials have said. 
U.S. officials told Palestinian 
leaders that a war crimes debate 
would complicate efforts to 



restart Israeli-Palestinian peace 
talks, according to participants 
in the meetings. 

The anger over Abbas’ decision 
was intense because many 
Palestinians felt he chose not to 
pursue a rare opportunity to win 
justice for Gaza’s war victims, 
said Mustafa Barghouti, 
an independent Palestinian 
legislator. 

“Finally, there was a moment, 
in front of the international 
community, to hold Israel 
accountable,” Barghouti said. 
“What he (Abbas) did, or 
his government did, it’s now 
perceived that they gave Israel 
the leeway to escape from 
that.” 

Nearly 1,400 Palestinians were 
killed in the war, including 
hundreds of civilians, along 
with 13 Israelis. Israel launched 
the war to end years of Hamas 
rocket fire on Israeli border 
towns. 

Abbas has been away for most 
of the crisis, visiting Jordan, 
Yemen and Italy, and is only 
to return to the West Bank later 
this week. His aides initially 


defended the decision, saying a 
deferral did not mean the report 
was being buried, only that 
Palestinian diplomats needed 
more time to win international 
support for it. 

However, Yasser Abed Rabbo, 
a senior Abbas adviser, said 
Wednesday that the Palestinian 
leadership had erred, the first 
such acknowledgment after six 
days of escalating protests. 
“What happened is a mistake, 
but (it) can be repaired,” Abed 
Rabbo, secretary general 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, told the Voice 
of Palestine radio in a taped 
statement. “We have the 
courage to admit there was a 
mistake.” 

In New York, the U.N. Security 
Council was to meet Wednesday 
to discuss a letter from Libya, 
the only Arab member on the 
15-nation panel, seeking an 
emergency meeting on the 
report, which was written by 
South African Judge Richard 
Goldstone. The Palestinian 
U.N. Mission said it supports 
the Libyan request. □ 
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Top court overturns Italian premier’s immunity

ROME (AP) — Prime 
Minister Silvio Berlusconi 
vowed to stay on and “go 
forward” Wednesday after an 
Italian court struck down a law 
granting him immunity from 
prosecution and allowed trials 
for corruption and tax fraud 
to resume in Milan. There 
were immediate calls for his 
resignation. 

The decision by the 
Constitutional Court dealt 
Berlusconi one of the most 
serious blows in his 15-year- 
long battle with the Italian 
judiciary. Ithandedprosecutors 
another chance to ask for his 
conviction and added to a 
list of problems that already 
includes a headline-grabbing 
sex scandal. 

The billionaire businessman- 
turned-politician dismissed 
any suggestion of resignation, 
and his conservative allies, 
who dominate parliament, 
quickly rallied to his support. 
“Nothing will happen, we 
will go forward,” the premier 
told reporters in front of his 
residence in Rome. 

“The trials they will hurl at 
me in Milan are real farces,” 
he said. “I will detract some 
hours from taking care of the 
government to go there and 
show them to be liars.” 


The ever-combative premier 
said he felt “invigorated” by 
the challenge and ended his 
brief statement by shouting 
“Long live Italy! Long live 
Berlusconi!” 

Berlusconi, 73, continues to be 
widely popular in Italy, despite 
accusations from his wife 
that he has had inappropriate 
relationships with far younger 
women and allegations from 
a self-described call girl that 
he spent a night with her. The 
scandal erupted in the spring 
after his wife announced she 
was divorcing him. 

Berlusconi says he is “no saint” 
but has denied ever paying 
anyone for sex or having any 
improper relationships. 

The law overturned 
Wednesday was pushed 
through by Berlusconi’s 
conservative coalition in 2008 
when he faced separate trials 
in Milan for corruption and 
tax fraud tied to his Mediaset 
broadcasting empire. It 
granted immunity from 
prosecution while in office to 
the country’s four top office 
holders — the premier, the 
president of the republic and 
the two parliament speakers. 
The proceedings against 
Berlusconi were suspended 
as a result of the law, drawing 
accusations that it was tailor- 
made for the premier. 

The corruption trial is 


particularly threatening 

because, in the meantime, the 
premier’s co-defendant has 
been convicted of accepting a 
bribe to lie in court to protect 
Berlusconi in another case. 
Still, even if convicted, the 
premier would not be obliged 
to resign and could simply 
appeal, as sentences in Italy 
are usually not served until 
all avenues of appeal are 
exhausted. 

Berlusconi has denied all 
charges, and his lawyers had 
argued in court on Tuesday that 
he could not be a defendant 
and at the same time serve as 
premier. 

Butthe 15-judgeConstitutional 
Court, which deals with 
all matters regarding the 
constitutionality of Italian 
law, said that after two days 
of deliberations it had found 
the legislation violated the 
principle that all are equal 
before the law. 

It also rejected the measure on 
formal grounds because it was 
not passed with the lengthy 
procedure that must be used 
for any legislation concerning 
the constitution. 

The breakdown of the vote 
is not made public in Italy, 
but state and private Italian 
media reported, without citing 
sources, that the judges split 
nine to six. “I hope that today, 
in light of the court’s decision,

the premier will stop making 
laws for his own use, resign 
from his job and be what he 
has resisted being for the past 
15 years: the defendant,” said 
Antonio di Pietro, a member 
of the opposition and a former 
prosecutor. Berlusconi has 
a history of legal troubles 
stemming from his private 
interests, but he has been either 
acquitted or cleared because 
the statute of limitations had 
expired. “If the law must be 
equal for all, then it should 
be equal also for those who 
represent us,” said Claudio 
Paolini, a 34-year-old letter 
carrier in Rome. “The ruling 
followed Italy’s principles of 
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democracy.” 

Others sided with the premier, 
saying the decision was 
politically motivated and that 
leaders should have immunity 
while they are in office. 

“The people elected 
Berlusconi and he should be 
left to govern in peace,” said 
Brigitte Ipoletto, a 72-year- 
old retired woman. 

In the Milan corruption trial, 
Berlusconi was accused of 
ordering the 1997 payment 
of at least $600,000 to 
British lawyer David Mills in 
exchange for the lawyer’s false 
testimony at two hearings in 
other corruption cases in the

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Pakistan’s military 
rejects U.S. aid bill

ISLAMABAD (AP) — 
Pakistan’s powerful military 
on Wednesday rejected U.S. 
attempts to link billions 
of dollars in foreign aid to 
increasedmonitoring of its anti¬ 
terror efforts, complicating 
American attempts to strike 
al-Qaida and Taliban fighters 
on the Afghan border. 
Although the U.S.-backed 
government of President 
Asif Ali Zardari has the final 
say on whether to accept the 
money, the unusual public 
criticism threatens to force 
its hand and undermine 
military cooperation with the 
Americans just as the Pakistani 
army prepares for what could 
be its most important offensive 
against extremists since the 
U.S.-led anti-terror campaign 
began exactly eight years ago. 
Any breakdown in intelligence 
sharing and other types of 
cooperation would hurt 
the American fight against 
a resurgent Taliban in 
Afghanistan. U.S. and NATO 
commanders say the war 
there cannot be won unless 
Islamabad does more to 


tackle extremists on its side 
of the border. In Washington, 
President Barack Obama met 
with his national security 
team for a strategy session on 
Afghanistan after signaling 
that he was not considering a 
troop withdrawal. The session 
came amid new polls showing 
waning support for the war in 
the United States. 

The military’s criticism of the 
bill came in a brief written 
statement that said senior 
commanders, including 

the army chief, “expressed 
serious concern regarding 
clauses impacting on national 
security.” 

Among other strings, the 
bill conditions U.S. aid on 
whether Pakistan government 
maintains effective control 
over the military, including its 
budgets, the chain of command 
and top promotions.

of civilian control in a country 
that’s been subject to military 
rule for nearly half of its 62- 
year history. 

“Clearly the government is 
under direct pressure from the 
army,” said Cyril Almeida, 
a columnist for Dawn 
newspaper. “The army’s 
public statement indicates that 
it is sending a message that 
says look, we are in charge of 
security issues.” 

The military is believed to 


have increased its cooperation 
with U.S. forces over the 
past year, shared intelligence 
for numbers of U.S. missile 
strikes on militant targets — 
most notably the one which 
killed Pakistani Taliban leader 
Baitullah Mehsud.

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Carter seeks to boost 
Caribbean malaria fight

OUANAMINTHE, Haiti (AP) 
— Former President Jimmy 
Carter traveled to Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic to 
meet political leaders, health 
workers and malaria victims 
Wednesday in hopes of jump- 
starting efforts to eradicate the 
disease in the Caribbean. 

The battle against the 
mosquito-borne disease in 
the neighboring countries has 
been frustrating, with health 
officials complaining of a lack 
of cooperation between both 
country’s governments. 

Carter said on his visit to 
Ouanaminthe and to Dajabon 
in the Dominican Republic, 
just across a river border 
separating the two countries, 
that he hopes to expand 
a $200,000 pilot project 
established in those towns by 
the nonprofit Carter Center to 
curb malaria’s spread. 

The project’s funding runs 
out early next year, but Carter 
said he hopes governments, 
nonprofit health groups and 
private foundations will pick 
up the tab for a broader effort. 
“One of the most important 
developments has been the new 
cooperation between the two 
countries,” Carter said while 
touring a Haitian hospital that 
treats many malaria victims. 
“And for the first time in 
history, they are targeting the 
complete elimination of the 


disease instead of just treating 
sick people.” 

An estimated 30,000 people 
in Haiti and several thousand 
more across the border suffer 
each year from malaria, which 
causes high fevers and flu-like 
symptoms that kills more than 
one million people each year, 
mostly in Africa. 

It was the second visit to Haiti 
in a week by a former U.S. 
president. 

Bill Clinton, named U.N. 
special envoy to Haiti in 
May, attended an investment 
conference last Thursday in 
Haiti’s capital and spent Friday 
promoting its tourist sites. 
Health officials say a 10- 
year, Haiti-wide program to 
eliminate malaria by 2020 
would likely cost $200 million. 
Another $50 million would be 
needed to wipe out lymphatic 
filariasis, another painful 
illness carried by mosquitoes 
that can swell limbs to 
grotesque proportions. 

That price tag may seem 
daunting, particularly in 
Haiti, the poorest country 
in the Western Hemisphere. 
But Carter, who was quickly 
surrounded at each stop 
by dozens of Haitians and 
Dominicans seeking a 
glimpse of him, said the 
costs to eradicate the disease 
pale in comparison to pricier 
health initiatives in wealthier 
nations. 

“A tiny bit of money can 


completely eradicate these 
diseases,” he said. 

Ridding Hispaniola’s two 
countries of the disease would 
also eliminate the threat that 
it could spread to nearby 
islands, including Jamaica and 
the Bahamas. 

“We want to help both sides 
raise their sights up from the 
day-to-day battle,” said Dr. 
Don Hopkins, the director 
of the Carter Center’s health 
programs. 

The Atlanta-based center’s 
project distributes nets treated 
with insecticide to drape over 
beds, microscopes to help lab 
technicians and motorbikes so 
field workers can zip through 
cramped alleys to test and 
treat residents. 

It also helps bolster efforts in 
both countries to track, contain 
and treat a disease that spreads 
from fetid ditches and gullies 
of standing water. 

In the Dominican Republic, 
for one, health workers 
journey each night to a foul¬ 
smelling farm in Fa Bomba, 
a Dajabon neighborhood with 
the highest infection rates, and 
test captured mosquitoes for 
the disease. 

Across the border in Haiti, 
residents of the slums on the 
outskirts of Ouanaminthe 
greet health worker Jovind 
Fritzner as he makes his 
rounds, repeating verbatim his 
radio warnings on the dangers 
of malaria. They kid him

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about when he’ll return with 
heavy equipment to wipe out 
mosquito breeding sites. 

“If we had the equipment, I 
will make sure we kill them,” 
Fritzner said in Creole as he 
waved his arms in a chopping 
motion. “It’s a little bit 
frustrating. There’s a lot more 
to be done. We’ll need more 
equipment, we’ll need more 
people — but I’m optimistic.” 
Health workers said it is 
difficult to develop a strategy 
that fits both Haiti and the more 
developed Dominican side. 
But they said getting leaders 
of both nations to commit to a 
long-term program may be the 
biggest challenge. 

“We share the same island so 
it’s impossible to eradicate 
malariaunless we’re together,” 
said Dr. Joanel Mondestin, 
who heads Haiti’s northeast 
regional health office. “For 
the malaria, there is no border 


— it’s all the same. This is a 
fight for both of us.” 

Few victims of malaria will 
venture to dream of a day 
when the disease is gone from 
the island. 

Paulane Antoine, who lives in 
a cinderblock house with one 
mosquito net for her and her 
eight children, said malaria 
is a constant concern in 
Ouanaminthe’s slums, where 
barefoot children play on 
garbage-strewn streets. 
Antoine’s 6-year-old boy and 
3-year-old girl were infected 
with malaria this year, but 
detection and medication 
saved them from death. Still, 
Antoine said, she worries 
about which of her neighbors 
or family members will 
contract the disease next. 

“We already have enough 
problems,” she said. “It’s 
already hard enough to stay 
healthy here.’Q 


Dominican Republic bans 
consecutive re-election

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Republic (AP) — The 
Dominican Republic has amended the constitution to prevent 
presidents from serving consecutive terms and to open campaigns 
to younger candidates. The changes mean candidates as young 
as 30 can now enter presidential elections and that President 
Leonel Fernandez cannot run for office again in voting three 
years from now, although he could run again after that. 

He is serving his second consecutive term after a 2002 
amendment allowed presidents to serve two consecutive terms. 
Fernandez previously served as president from 1996 to 2000 
and from 2004 to 2008. He supports the new restrictions. 

The Caribbean country once allowed indefinite re-elections, 
but adopted restrictions in the mid-1990s after allegations of 
electoral fraud. Citizens remain wary of presidents of the likes 
of Joaquin Balaguer, who held power for more than two decades 
and was known for jailing critics.□

Raul Ibanez had two hits and 
two RBIs, and Ryan Howard 
and Jayson Werth drove in 
runs with key extra-base hits 
off 15-game winner Ubaldo 
Jimenez. 

Lee, the reigning AL Cy 
Young Award winner, struck 
out five and had no walks in 
his first career playoff start. 
He retired 16 straight batters at 
one point until Garrett Atkins 
hit a wind-blown double 
in the seventh. Lee lost his 
shutout when Troy Tulowitzki 
doubled in a run with two outs 
in the ninth. 

Game 2 of the best-of-five 
NL division series is set for 
Thursday with Cole Hamels, 
last year’s World Series and 
NLCS MVP, on the mound for 
the Phillies against Colorado’s 
Aaron Cook. 

Some questioned manager 
Charlie Manuel’s decision 
to give Lee the ball over the 
playoff-tested Hamels for the 
first game. But Lee made his 
manager look brilliant with a 
masterful performance. 

On a day when swirling winds 
made flyballs an adventure, 
Lee ignored the elements and 
shut down the NL’s second- 
highest scoring offense. 
Avoiding the adventures that 
come with the Phillies bullpen, 
Lee mixed a deceptive fastball 
with off-speed pitches, had 
pinpoint accuracy and threw 
113 pitches. 

The hard-throwing Jimenez 
was equally impressive against 
the league’s No. 1-scoring 
offense for four innings, but 
ran out of gas in the fifth. He 
got chased with no outs in 
the sixth after allowing nine 
hits and five runs in five-plus 
innings. 

A sellout crowd of 46,452 
— the largest in the six-year 
history of Citizens Bank 
Park — rocked the ballpark, 
waving their white-and-red 
“Fightin’ Phils” rally towels. 


The Phillies were 7-0 at 
home last October and set a 
franchise attendance record 
this season. 

Werth, one of five All-Stars 
in Philadelphia’s lineup, got 
it started with a walk in the 
fifth. He scored when Ibanez 
ripped a double into the right- 
field comer. Ibanez’s hit fired 
up the raucous crowd, which 
screamed “Rauuuuuuuul! ” 
Carlos Ruiz followed with a 
single to right to make it 2-0. 
The Phillies got insurance 
mns in the sixth. Chase Utley 
led off with a single and stole 
second. Howard lined a run¬ 
scoring double to left that 
mixed up Carlos Gonzalez, 
who fell backward into the 
wall. 

Werth followed with a drive 
that hit high off the left-center 
field wall. Werth may have 
had a chance for an inside - 
the-park homer, but he trotted 
slowly to first before turning 
it on and settling for a triple 
after the wind kept the ball in 
the park. 

Joe Beimel came in to face 
Ibanez, who singled in another 
mn to make it 5-0. 

That was plenty of support for 
Lee, who made sure everyone 
has to wait another day to see 
if Brad Lidge gets the chance 
to be Philadelphia’s closer. 
Just two years ago, Lee 
watched from the bench as 
the Cleveland Indians reached 
the ALCS. He was left off 
the postseason roster after a 


poor season in which he was 
demoted to the minors and 
relegated to the bullpen. 

But he went 22-3 last year and 
was shipped to Philadelphia on 
July 29 when the cost-cutting 
Indians purged their roster. 
Jimenez showed off his blazing 
fastball early. He reached 100 
mph against the second batter, 
Shane Victorino. The 25-year- 
old right-hander didn’t wait 
long to mix speeds, either. He 


froze Howard with an 80 mph 
curve ball for a called third 
strike in the second. He got 
Utley on the exact pitch in the 
fourth. 

The Phillies have been on 
cmise control for a while, 
waiting to start the postseason 
and have a chance to be the 
first repeat champions since 
the New York Yankees won 
three World Series in a row 
from 1998-2000. Though they

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ONll cuestiona magistrados electos 
por Congreso an Guatemala 


GUATEMALA (AP) - Una 
comision auspiciada por las 
NacionesUnidasparacombatir 
la impunidad en Guatemala 
expuso publicamente el 
martes una serie de pruebas 
y argumentos que ponen en 
duda la “honorabilidad” de 
seis de los 13 magistrados a 
la Corte Suprema de Justicia 
electos la semana pasada por 
el Congreso. 

“Espero que la eleccion sea 
rectificada”, dijo el jefe de la 
Comision Internacional contra 
la Impunidad en Guatemala 
(CICIG), el jurista espanol 
Carlos Castresana, en una 
rueda de prensa. 

Castresana presento un 
informe que evidencia, 
segun su criterio, la falta de 
“honorabilidad” de los futuros 
jueces de la alta magistratura. 
Tras la eleccion, la Corte de 
Constitucionalidad ordeno 
al Legislativo revisar si los 
magistrados recien electos 
cumplen con el requisito 
de tener “reconocida 
honorabilidad” contemplado 
en la Constitucion. 

“No hay un procedimiento 
establecido para esto, cada 
diputado estudialas objeciones 
planteadas y lo discutiran 
en las bancadas. Luego 
buscaremos un procedimiento 
para, no se como llamarlo, 
revocar o revertir, o alguna 
otra forma de eliminar la 
eleccion si fuera el caso”, 
dijo a la AP el presidente del 
Congreso, Roberto Alejos. 

El Legislativo tiene hasta el 
13 de octubre para realizar el 
tramite, ya que en esa fecha ha 
de juramentarse lanueva corte. 
La seleccion de magistrados 
comenzo con la conformacion 
de una comision postuladora 
de 54 integrantes integradapor 
representantes de los poderes 
del Estado, las universidades, 
los colegios profesionales y 
otras entidades de peso en el 
pais. Estos 54 se dividieron en 
equipos de tres para evaluar 
la documentacion presentada 
por mas de 250 aspirantes a 
una magistratura. 

Tras un proceso de 
depuracion, los postuladores

seleccionaron 26 candidates, 
supuestamente idoneos, para 
que el Congreso eligiera a los 
13 futuros integrantes de la 
Corte Suprema. Antes de que 
se votara para seleccionar a 
los 13, la CICIG dijo que al 
menos ocho de los aspirantes 
tenian tachas en su desempeno 
profesional o vinculos con 
sectores de interes. 

De los seis magistrados 
cuestionados el martes por 
el jefe de la CICIG, cuatro 
fueron electos por una tema 
postuladora integrada por 
dos letrados vinculados 
con Sergio Roberto Lopez 
Villatoro, de quien la CICIG 
investiga vinculos con grupos 
mafiosos. 

Castresana informo que Lopez 
Villatoro, protagonista de un 
escandalo de contrabando de 
calzado deportivo publicado 
por la prensa local, patrocino 
maestrias en una universidad 
espanola a 32 juristas 
guatemaltecos a razon de 
casi 1.600 euros (unos 2.350 
dolares) por persona. Entre los 
54 integrantes de la comision 
postuladora habia 26 de los 
“becados” por el empresario 
guatemalteco. 

“Desde hace varios anos 
esta cooptando magistrados 
de diversos ordenes 
jurisdiccionales y jerarquias 
con el proposito de controlar 
directa o indirectamente tanto 


las cortes de apelaciones 
como la Corte Suprema”, dijo 
Castresana al referirse a Lopez 
Villatoro. 

Ademas dijo que este 
empresario tiene vinculos 
con partidos politicos y 
despachos de notarios 
que adelantan procesos de 
adopciones intemacionales 
_una actividad plagada de 
irregularidades hasta que hace 
unos meses el pais emitio

Dominicana y FMI firman 
carta de intencidn 


SANTO DOMINGO (AP) - Republica 
Dominicana y el F ondo Monetario Internacional 
(LMI) firmaron una carta de intencion para 
un acuerdo “stand by” por 1.700 millones de 
dolares y una duracion de 28 meses. 

El director gerente del LMI, Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn, en un documento dado a conocer en su 
portal de Internet, informo que el acuerdo con 
las autoridades dominicanas se fimte el martes 
en Estambul, Turquia. 

Tras el convenio, la nacion caribena tendra 
acceso inmediato a 990 millones de dolares, 
facilitados por el Banco Interamericano de 
Desarrollo (BID), el Banco Mundial y del 
propio LMI. “Aplaudimos a las autoridades por 
el solido programa de politicas, que demuestra el 
compromiso de fortificar el marco institucional 
y la economia de Republica Dominicana”, dijo 
Strauss-Kahn en el comunicado. 

El funcionario del LMI informo que este 
nuevo acuerdo stand-by con el LMI contempla 
restaurar el ritmo del crecimiento del PIB 


real, reducir aun mas la inflacion, disminuir 
gradualmente el deficit de cuenta corriente de 
la balanza de pagos, y un aumento gradual 
del superavit primario del sector publico 
consolidado. 

El gobiemo confronta dificultades en lograr las 
metas de sus ingresos fiscales, ademas de que la 
economia local sufrio durante el ano reduccion 
en la captacion de recursos externos fruto de la 
crisis global. 

La carta expone un programa de compromisos 
de politica encaminados a ayudar a la economia 
dominicana a recuperarse de los efectos de la 
crisis financiera mundial y a sentar bases solidas 
para el crecimiento sostenible y la estabilidad 
macroeconomica.
